Palestine’s Reign of Terror 


ORE and more is the policy of placating Arab terrorists 
in Palestine revealed for the foolish and mischievous 
thing it is. Not so very long ago hopes ran high tha‘ 

the reign of the bomb and the knife was ending. Those hopes 
have been swiftly belied, and for the Jews in the © Jewish 
National Home” life is becoming a prolonged nightmare in 
which horror chases horror and confusion runs riot. “No 
pogroms under the British flag!" exclaimed General SMUTS in a 
speech on the morrow of the 1929 outbreak. But scattered 
assaults can collectively reach the dimensions of a pogrom, and 
in Palestine they have already exceeded them—to the lowering 
everywhere of the British prestige, and not least in the sensitive 
areas of the Near East. Where, in the whole record of Jew- 
massacres or of savagery anywhere have there occurred outrages 
more brutal and cold-blooded than those reported in the last 
few days from Safed and Jaffa? In Safed, writes a correspondent 


ryt, rye 
of The Times, Arabs made their way on to a veranda where 


three Jewish children named UNGER were asleep, deliberately 
-hot two, aged five and seven, through the heart, and mortally 
wounded the third. When their mother rushed out and tried 


to protect them with her own body she, too, was shot, though 


-he still survives, and when her husband followed her his head 
was blown off by a bomb.” At Jaffa, two Jewish hospital nurses 
on their way to their work in the local Government hospital 
vere shot in the back by an unknown assiilant. One was 


killed, the other succumbel soon afterwards. The annals of 


the Apaches and the most abandoned denizens of the under- 
world show no crimes more heartless than these. The history 
of risings anywhere can offer few worse examp!es, if any, o! 
insune cruelty than these stories of desperadoes who suppose 
that the surest road to suceess lies over the dead bodies ef 
inoffensive nurses and little children. Even their own co- 
religionists are not spared by the miscreants responsible 
for these iniquities—the Mayor of Hebron, for instance, 
slain because he dared to oppose their murderous tictics, and 
NAIF EFFEND!, one of the ablest members of the Palestine 
Police Force, killed because his moderate ideas were disliked. 
The Arab Committee at Jaffa have thought fit publicly to 
disapprove the Jaffa-outrage. It is the first recorded instance 
of such an Arab.protest. Why has there been hesitation in the 
past ? 

Such outrages, says The Times, suggest that the recrudes- 
cence of v.olence is te answer of the extremist element to the 
appointment of a Royal Commission. Any tyro might have 
foreseen it. Danegeld was never much of a policy in the West, 
let alone in the East. And even the score of M.P.’s who recently 
rushed into the columns of our contemporary with a letter 
nimed at allaying Arab fears must now realise its fatuity. But 
the softness of the authorities has from the first been Pales- 
tine’s curse. It began with the tolerance extended to the 
incendiary Arab press. It continued with the tenderness shown 
to the Arab leaders—who were pleaded and argued with while 
they fomented sedition-—and the still unexplained inaction in the 
face of the Arab civil servants’ memorandum. It was carried 
further with the refusal to declare martial law—despite 
the fact, mentioned in this issue by a_ well-informed 
correspondent, that the military and police advisers of the 
Palestine Government favoured it—and with the failure to 
deport the chief Arab mischief-makers, or to put to practical 
use the stern Ordinances so valiantly announced. And the only 
result of all this weakness has been a mounting heap of 
Jewish and Arab dead. We suggest that the time has come 
to end this flabbiness and to take Jawlessness by the scruff 
of the neck and expel it from the country. The first duty of a 
Government is to govern! “ Law and order,” said General 
SMUTS in the speech already referred to, “should be 
maintained in Palestine in the proper sense. That is implied 
in the undertaking of the National Homeland. That was the 
undertaking, and that undertaking must be carried out!’ It is

A GLANCE at the resolutiois that were carrie. reveals little in 


the Wily of new ideas. Some of them nt least, 
RESOLUTIONS are unexceptionable in. character. No. fault 


can be found with resolution which 
expressed indignation at the anti.Jewish outrages in Palestine, 
together with the hope that there will be no yielding to. terrorism, 
and the determination to live in peace with the Arabs. The same 
can be said of the sympathy extended to all the other classes in 
Germany who are suffering pel secution, and of the resolution which 
appeals to the League of Nations to realise the danger inherent in 
the anti-Semitic propaganda of German National Socialism. These 
things may not be new, and although some may ask whether it was 
necessary to bring HI World (‘ongress to Switzerland to rep mat them. 
experience has shown that they cannot be stressed too insistently. 
Nor need it be supposed that the resolution appealing to Goves 
ments and legislative bodies to prey ent the extension to their 
territories of the racial legislation enacted in Germany is a mere 
tilting at the wind. Where Jews are concerned it is often better*to 
rule the word “ impossible’ out of the political dictionary. Again, 
the proposal to negotiate with the Soviet Government witli a view 
to securing the legalisation of the Hebrew language in Russia. as 
well as other concessions such as greater tolerance towards Zionism 
and the practice of the Jewish religion, is an excellent step, and if 
successful would in itself justify the holding of one, and even more 
than one, World Jewish Congress. 


WE are on familiar ground in the resolutions promising assistance 
in the vocational retraining of Jews, foreshadow- 
ing a plan to assist the Jews of Eastern Europe 
in co-operation with "relief organisations,” and 
asking for concessions to refugees, though the Congress would have 
to be careful not to duplicate such efforts as are already made in 
one or more of these directions. Much the same doubt is raised by 
the suggestion of a Central Bureau to combat anti-Semitism. The 
work of such a body might take various forms, but in some respects, 
such as intercession with particular Governments, it has to be 
proved that more could be done than has been achieved by existing 
bodies, while in others it may be found that the combating of anti- 
Semitism is often most wisely left to the community directly con- 
cerned and that action centralised in some foreign country might 
sometimes do more harm than good. However, the Congress about 
which so much clamour has been raised, having duly assembled, has 
now to win its spurs. It has to prove that it has the ideas, the 
sustained enthusiasm and the tact, and that it can also command the 
resources, to make some impression on the troubles which beset 


our people, and that it is not just one more meeting destined to 
end in talk and sterility. 


THE TEST 


ADDRESSING the Conference of the Amalgamated Union of 
Operative Bakers, the President, Mr. H. J. Keen, 

SEVEN DAY had some hard things to say about Jewish bakers 
TRADING who trade seven days a week and thereby force 
their non-Jewish competitors to violate their 
Sabbath. He would be lacking in his duty, he said, if he did not 
pffer to the Jewish Community in the baking industry a warning as 


to the effects of grabbing for trade irrespective of English habits 
and customs. According to a letter from the Secretary of the 
Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection Society, the grievance referred 


to is a sinall one, for with very few exceptions, it tells us, Jews who | 


trade on Sundays close their businesses on Saturdays. We are glad 
to have this denial. though we are bound to confess that the time. 
honoured excuse of the erring servant girl that it is only a little 
one’ does not command complete satisfaction. Far better would if 
be if no Jews practised the offence referred to and if all of them, in 
their trading, gave what Mr. Keen described as ~ a square deal” to 
their competitors. It is pieasing to note the statement that the 
Jewish Society in question has always pressed for the elimination 
of seven davs trade whether by Jews or non-Jews, and that none of 
its members has engaged in it. We could wish that that was the 
universal rule among Jews in all businesses. But whatever the 
blemishes of the new Sunday Trading Restriction Bill, it will at 
least, in the future, put all traders beyond the reach of the seven 


day work temptation, and for that at least we may be thankful!

“ Jews Practise Ritual Murder” 


Mr. Fulton then read another extract as follows: 


“ It is well establshed, in spite of many shameless denials, that Jews 
Practise a ritual murder of Christians in order to obtain tresh blood to 
mix in their ceremonial Passover bread.

Jacob-el-Antabi., and there are scores of well authenticated Cases cof 
ritual murder of the most revolting kind before and since; so naturalls 
decent is the Aryan mind that it grasps this fact with the greatest 
difficulty.

The love of torture or 
sadism seems an mestinct with all these people, an instinct which, it 
seems, must be satisfied. We refer our readers to “The Jewish Horror’ 
in this issue for a typical example of this; and the reputation of the 
ancient Assyrians for cruelty and destruction, crucifixion and flaving 
alive of prisoners, is simply due to the fact that the ruling power rested 
with Hither Asiatics in race.”

A “Prima Facie” Case 


The Magistrate asked Mr. Fulton what he had to 
t» proot of intention in the case of Whitehead. 

Mr. Fulton replied that it was not necessary for intent to be 
expressed in the document, but 1t could be implied from it. 

The Magistrate told Whitehead that he felt that he ought not 
tu express any personal view on the facts of the case, and he desired 
to be particularly careful not to do that. His duty was to decide 
whether there was prima facie evidence of seditious libel. Seditious 
bel was intention, among other things, to raise discontent or dis- 
aftection among his Majesty's subjects in order to promote feelings of 
ill-will and hostility between different classes. Bearing in mind that 
definition of seditious hbel, he had no hesitation in saying that in his 
judgment on the evidence before him there was a prima facie case, 
into which the higher court should tmnqutre. 

Leese said that on the second charge he reserved his defence. 

Mr. Dummett observed that it. was a Common Law charge of 
nitempting to create ill-will so as to create a pubhie rmischiet, 

Leese said that with regard to the first charge he wished to submit 
that wt contamed two defects. “I am submitting,” he said, “that 
there 1s something in your jurnsdiction which will quash this charge 
‘igainst me altogether. I am going to claim that it is not an offence 
against his Majesty's law, but before I am able to make my case plain, 
there 1s something which, in justice, I ought to learn. I am charged 
with unlawfully publishing in the Fascist a certain seditious hbel;

Mr. Fulton; “It is the whole document, but I have referred only

Mr. Dummett: “They say that the whole of this Fascist news- 
paper constitutes a seditious hbel.”

Libelling a Community 

Mr. Leese submitted that if the charge were of hbelling a 
community it must be a libel alleged against a definite community. 

Mr. Dwmmett said that the definition of seditious hbel did not bear 
the ordinary meaning of hbel—that it should be directed against a 
Cetuute individual. 

Mr. Leese also submitted that the Jewish people were not an 
entity. Ninety per cent. of the Jewish persons in this world were 
not his Majesty's subjects. They were not under the protection of his 
Majesty's laws, nor had the Public Prosecutor any duties towards 
them. Another category had discarded the Jewish faith altogether. 
some had become baptised, as Disrach was; others accepted other 
religious creeds or none at all. There were many other classes of 
Jewish persons, but he would only refer to one—those who had 
accepted Palestine as their national home and had gone to live there. 
* The aggregate of Jewish persons does not make up an entity which 
anyone can call the Jewish people,” he declared. “Even a seditious 
libel must surely concern somebody and not a vague conception. If 
{ were charged with blackmail, the subject of the blacmail would 
have to be identified.” It was only just that he should know whom the 
alleged seditious libel concerned. He submitted that this was not a 
technical matter but one absolutely fundamental to the charge. Mr. 
Leese continued: “I am not wasting your time or my own.” 

Mr. Dummett: “I have not said you are.” 


Defendant Alleges Conspiracy of Silence 

Mr. Leese : “No, but I had a certain feeling.” He added : “Others 
lave printed charges of ritual murder against the Jews. I allege that 
there is a certain absurdity in this charge. The very Book on which 
witnesses for the prosecution swore and which the court uses as a 
symbol of truth, charges the Jews with being hereditary murderers. 
lhese are the words, occurring in the Gospel of St. John, ch. viii, 
\. forty-four, of Jesus Christ himself speaking to the Jews: ‘Ye are 
©. your father the devil, and the lusts of your father ye will do. He 
was a murderer from the beginning... The Public Prosecutor 
should, I submit, take action against the. publishers of the New 
lestament itself if I, a loyal citizen, am to be charged with a mis- 
(lemeanour after saying what is practically the same thing.” Mr. 
l.eese said that he realised he would waste the court’s time if he said

On 
my right front the ahen section of Britain is well represented, and they 
are the people who say they can rule Britain better than ourselves.” 
He informed Stanley Baldwin and Sir John Simon that: “They ean 
never drive the Blackshirt movement off the streets of Britain. ‘ 
Mosley is the only man who can lead Britain.” To the Jews he said: 
“These people believe they are going to rule London as they rule in 
the East End.” A few interruptions caused the speaker to declare : 
“Ahens of Britain! Sir Oswald Mosley, the Blackshirt movement. 
the people of Britain thank you, because you have built the British 
Blackshirt movement.” And then we were told that as far as the 
aliens were concerned: “Not a hair of their heads will be hurt. but 
their tongues will be stilled.” 

The speaker was asked the attitude of the B.U.F. to the King. 
“To prevent that monarch being insulted by aliens,” was the answer. 
He was asked how the Jews can rule the country if in all the parties 
there were only eighteen Jews in the House of Commons and one 
in the House of Lords. The speaker replied that in the rule of finance 
the alien was most to blame. “Even if there are only eighteen Jews 
in the House of Commons there are eighteen too many ; and one in the 
House of Lords is one too many.” In reply to the question as to why 
Mosley’s son is allowed to go to the same preparatory school as a 
Jewish boy, he said: “My son goes to school with Jews and I can’t 
help it.” 

In conclusion, he said: “I speak to my people... .” He made 
an‘appeal for new members. “Don’t be afraid of the Jewish boycott 
because there will come a time when you will be ashamed not to 
wear this Blackshirt along with me.”

ASSAULTS AT FASCIST MEETINGS 


Five Stoke Newington Convictions 
‘SUCH BEHAVIOUR IS INTOLERABLE ” 


Several cases arising out of Fascist and. anti-Fascist meetings at 
stoke Newington last week came before the North London Magistrate. 
W. H. Medealf. nineteen, a clerk and a member of the Britush Union of 
Fascists, of 25, Thorpe Road, Tottenham. and N. Sunmons, thirty-tive, 
seaman, of 17, Myrdle Street, E.1, were charged with using insulting 
words and behaviour whereby a breach of the peace might have been 
oecasioned. Medcalt was alleged to have told Summons to “ go back 
to Whitechapel,” and a fight ensued. Defendants were fined 40s. each. 

Woolf Nathan, thirty-four, a frmterer, of 18, Brunswick Street, 
iE.1, answered to a charge of assaulting Bernard Valentine, of 57, 
Stonebridge Road, South Tottenham. Nathan said he was watching 
aut the meeting and some men had an argument. He received a blow 
and put up his hands in self-defence, when he was arrested. Valentine, 
he alleged, had used an offensive expression. Valentine did not pick 
hun out at the police station. P.S. Anger, 88 N, said that at the 
tneeting his attention was called to the prisoner, who shouted: * You 
—— Blackshirt Witnees told him to moderate his language, 
but he ignored the request and struck Valentine on the face, knocking 
lun down. John Robert Lee, called by Nathan, said he came by the 
tueeting and heard a man say: “ Another Whitechapel Jew.” Nathan 
was acting in self-defence when tre was arrested. :.‘Phe police reported 
several convictions against the prisoner, whe said he had been straight 
lor ten years and had a wifé and two children. Mr. Basil Watson 
passed sentence of two months’ 

Samuel Kalisher, twenty-eight, a tailor, of 39, Egerton Road, 
Stamford Hill, was charged with assaulting P.C. Larkins, 685 N. P.C. 
Larkins stated that at the meeting on August 10th he was on duty

Bret Harte’s Jewish Ancestry 

On August 25th, the world of books will celebrate the centenary of 
the tirth of Bret Harte. one of the fathers of the American literary 
tradition of to-day No doubt his works still circulate freely in Germany ; 
vet they would not if it were generally known that thus typically 
Amencan genius was of Jewtsh blood. He was, in tact, a descendant of 
a Londen Jew named Menahem ben Zevi, or Menahem Hart—a native of 
Furth, who settled in England in the middle of the eighteenth century 
A son of this poneer, named Dov or Bernard, was born in London in 
1764. At an early age, he emigrated to Canada, whence, in 1780, he 
removed to New York. He engaged in business on a large scale, was an 
ollicer in the State militwa, became Secretary of the Stock Exchange, 
took an honourable part in the activities of the Sheanth Israel Congrega- 
tion and marred, in 1806, a daughter of the famous Seixas farly, one 
of exght lovely sisters. 

The poet, Bret Harte, was born in 1836. His father, it is said, 
appended a final e to his surname in order to distinguish hun from a 
contemporary politiman of the same name; the final ¢ was dropped from 
the name Brett (given hum to commemorate his grandmother) in con- 
sequence of ‘* the persistent confusion of printers.”” Thus Francis Brett 
Hart became transformed into Bret Harte. The transformation did not, 
however, affect his orgin-—or his appearance, which was distinctly 
Hebraic. One quarter of Bret Harte’s blood (and who shall say what 
proportion of his genius’) was Jewish.

He was destined, nevertheless, to play a part Of the first 
unportance in the making of the new Palestine. Hardly had he refused 


the Pale stim (‘onnnand when he entered Nir. Liovd Cseorge 8 War 


Cabmet and became one of the inner circle of statestnen immediately 
charged with the conduct of the War. The Balfour Declaration was 
in the raking, and the hour of decision was drawing near. Gaeneral 
Smuts threw the whole weight of his influence on the Zionist. side. 
Some vivid remimscences of those critical days are to be found in a 
speech which he delivered in Cape Town in 1926: 

“I remember the travail and the labour that was required to secure 
the formula of the National Home. ... I remember when. in the Wars 
Cabinet, 1t was discussed many a week, many a month, and there was a

He went on to mention as one of the makers of the Declaration.

He is dead to-day, and his name is seldom or never mentioned in this 
connection, but a tribute is due to him to-night for the work he did.” 

This is only one of a series of speeches in which General Smuts 
has again and again been at pains to emphasise the importance which 
he attaches to the Balfour Declaration and his unshaken belief in 
its wisdom. He expressed himself with special emphasis in an address 
delivered in 1930 at a Zionist gathering in New York. 

“As far as I am concerned,” he said,

since, this document, this promise, this pledge—the Balfour Declaration 
~-will stand and be carried out both in the letter and in the spirit.

JEWISH WOMEN AND CHILDREN MURDERED 


Terrorists’ Dastardly Crimes 


AN INEFFICIENT GOVERNMENT'S TERRIBLE RESPONSIBILITY 


Two revolting acts of butchery, which have shocked the whole civilised world, have been perp2trated by Arab 


Terrorists in Palestine. 


In Safed last week, a party of Arabs entered a house inhabited by a Jewish family ; they shot the three children (aged 
three, five and seven) in their beds, killing two and fatally wounding the third. The mother and father rushed to the 
rescue. The mother was shot and the father was decapitated by a bomb. 

On Monday evening, two Jewish hospital nurses were murdered in cold blood by an Arab Terrorist. They were 
going to their work in the Government Hospital when the dastardly assassin, who had been lurking in the neighbourhood, 


shot them in the bac. 


These latest outrages, after more than four months of 
Terrorism during which the Palestine Administration has 
shown its inability to deal with the situation throw a terrible 
and inescapab'e responsibility upon a government which by its 
failure to suppress the insurrectionary movement has, as “ The 
Times” points out, encouraged the Arab politicians. Martial 
Law has not been proclaimed; Jews have been refused arms 
for self-protection; and the Palestine Courts of Justice have 
consistently hindered what attempts the Administration has 
made to enforce deterrent measures on the Arab criminals. 

The disorders in Palestine are -still dragging on after 
eghteen weeks of bloodshed and growing anarchy. Since 
April—over four months ago—conditions in the eountry 
have grown steadily worse. Not since the first outbreaks 
in Jaffa (where 15 Jews were butchered) has the Jewish death 
roll been as high as it is for this week. 14 Jews, including 
4 Jewesses and 4 children, have been murdered, bringing the 
total of Jewish deaths since April 19th up to 68, 

The official casualty list issued on Wednesday gives a total 
of 68 Jews, 141 Arabs and I1 British, killed: and 1,820 of all 
classes wounded. 

The Safed Outrage 

The following is a more detailed account of the dastardly Arab 
outrage at Safed: 

Despite repeated warnings to the Government of the dangerous 
position of Jews at Safed, the ancient town in the hills north-west 
of Kinnereth, a shocking outrage had to occur before a strong 
guard was placed in the city. Safed was subjected to a hail of 
bullets from nine oclock onwards last Thursday week. and whilst 
shooting by Arabs was in progress, some of them entered the verandah 
of the house of Walter Unger, where the children were sleeping, 
and fired at them in their beds, killing two and seriously wounding 
the third. The mother came out of the house and was shot at 
while flinging herself between the assassins and her children, and 
the father who followed was decapitated by a bomb. ‘The injured 
child subsequently died. An official communiqué, issued the follow- 
ing day, stated that the High Commissioner deplored the outrage. 

Thirty-two Arabs, including many notables, have been arrested 
in connection with the murder and transported to the Acre prison. 
Five Arab houses from which shooting took place have been 
demolished. The Arab Press has published accounts of the raising 
of subscriptions to help rebuild these houses. 

Jewish Nurses Murdered 

The following are the details of the revolting murder of hospital 
nurses at Jaffa: 

Two Jewish nurses, aged nineteen and twenty, after alighting 
from a motor-bus and entering the grounds of the Government 
hospital in Jaffa, on Monday evening, were shot in the back by an 
Arab, One of them, Matya Fink, of Tel-Aviv, died immediately, while 
the other, Nehama Zadik, who was eperated upon, died from her 
wounds. 

The Arab Press (over which the Government exercises a very mild 
and obligmgly blind censorship) has lately indulged in incitement 
against Jewish employees in the Government hospital at Jaffa. The

Four Killed at Haifa 


Outrage has followed outrage during the past week. At Haifa, 
last Friday, a party of four young Jews and a Jewess, returning by 
car from the Curmel to Haifa, found the road barricaded by stones, 
While removing them, they were ambushed by a large band of 
armed Arabs who fired. One Jew, Avner Goldhaber, although 
wounded. succeeded in walking for more than an bour to the police 
station at Neve Shaanan. On his return with the police, he found 
his four companions killed. The vietims are: Schulerer, a German 
immigrant, Michael Weisser, aged 22, Bronka Colin, aged 25, and 
Hammerman. The car had been damaged by fifty bullets. 

Large crowds attended the funeral. Representatives of the 
community and of the workers delivered funeral aldresses express- 
ing the Yishuv's grief; and indicting the Government's policy 
which made it possible for the outrages to continue. There was 
a complete stoppage of Jewis!: labour throughout Hatfa during th® 
funeral. Twelve Arabs have been arrested in connection with 
the murders. 

In the Jaffa-Tel-Aviv area a tense situation exists. A bomb was 
thrown from a passenger train as jt passed a level-crossing in 
Tel-Aviv on Sunday morning, and twenty people were injured, 
sixteen being taken to hospital. An eight-year-old Yemenite child 
was gravely injured and has since died. 

A large Jewish crowd gathered on the Tel-Aviv-Jaffa road, 
which was dispersed by British police, who arrested two Jews. A 
subsequent train passing through ‘Tel Aviv was stoned by an 
indiguant Jewish crowd. Large crowds of Avabs gathered in Jaffa, 
where inciting speeches were delivered alleging that ten Arabs had 
been killed in Tel-Aviv. 

The Jewish Agency communicated with the Palestine Govern- 
mént, requesting that all steps be taken to find those guilty of the 
outrage, urging that unless the Government was able to ensure 
with certainty the impossibility of recurrences, the passenger train 
service from Jaffa should be discontinued, The Tel-Aviv Munici- 
pality issued a proclamation to the citizens, denouncing the outrage 
and protesting against the lack of security, anddemanding adequate 
protection. 

The preclamation appealed to the inhabitants to refrain from 
violent outbursts, and called for discipline and dignity. The 
patience of the Jews was, however, exhausted, and on Monday, the 
morning train from Jaffa, travelling im the direction of Lydda, was 
fired at from Tel-Aviv, with the result that one Armenian passenger 
was killed and four Arabs and one British soldier were wounded, 
Over fifty shots hit the train. This is the first serious instance of 
Jewish reprisals, despite continuous provocation, 
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Au Arab threw a bomb in the Brenner quarter in Tel-Aviv later 
in the day but without causing any casualties. As he refused to 
stop when challenged by British soldiers, he was shot and killed by 
one of them. 

By order of the Government, the train service between Jaffa and 
Tel-Aviv has now been discontinued until further notice

After the prayers, hundreds of worshippers, led by the 
Jewish Mavor, called on the Assistant District Commissioner to 
protest and the Tiberias Community sent telegrams to the High 
Commissioner, the Police Commandant, and the Jewish Agency 
gtressing the growing insecurity. Military reinforcements, assisted 
by an aeroplane, succeeded in repulsing Arabs who fired on the towu 
from the neighbouring hills, the following day, and killed two. 


Jewish Assembly Discusses the Situation 
RECOGNITION OF SPECIAL POLICE DEMANDED 
CALL FOR A UNITED FRONT 


\n extraordinary session of the Jewish Constituent Assembly 
(Assefath Hanivcharim) was held in Jerusalem on Monday, and was 
attended by representatives of the Executive of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, the Chief Rabbinate, the Tel-Aviv Municipality and 
the Jewish colonies. 

Mr. Ben Zvi, President of the Vaad Leumi, opened the session, 
and after paying tribute to the fallen Jews and British soldiers, he 
outlined the Yishuv’s demands for strengthening its position. He 
called for official recognition of the armed Jewish special police, who 
at present number 1,920,and only one-third of whose upkeep is paid 
for by the Government; the commencement of construction of the 
Tel-Aviv port: and construction of roads linking up the colonies. 

Mr. M. Shertok, head of the Political Department of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, potnted out the great danger that lay in the hint 
of suspension of Jewish immigration. The Jewish Agency, he said, 
had resisted all pressure to agree to a voluntary suspension of 
immigration, and would resist to the utmost any such suspension 
by the Government. After pointing out that the Yishuv's present 
war of defence was a very serious matter, Mr. Shertok concluded by 
appealing for a strong united front. 

Atter an all-might sitting the meeting closed at 5 o clock the 
next morning, alter the adoption of a resolution by Mr. Ben Zvi, who 
declared that the meeting had served to enhance the unity and mutual 
understanding of all sections of the Yishuv. 

The resolution, consisting of fourteen clauses, began with a review 
of the disorders and expressed, the disappointment of the Yishuv at 
the attitude of the Government and the eonduct of a section of the 
officials towards murders and destruction committed by the Arabs. 
While appreciating the act of the Government in enrolling additional 
Jewish police and supernumeraries, the resolution demanded that all 
Jews should be armed for defence, and that those who had been 
sentenced for self defence should be released. 

The Yishuy would not forgo compensation for the victims; it 
was opposed to any suggestion of the suspension of immigration, and 
it was confident that world Jewry would insist upon its nghts. Only 
the rapid growth of the Yishuv would prove to their enemies that 
their assault upon Jowish enterprise had been in vain. The Assembly 
pointed to the new positions which had been occupied by Jewish 
labour since the disturbances, and particularly to the construction 
of the Tel-Aviv port, carried out despite the disorders. 

It was resolved to send a deputation to the High Commissioner 
in order to express the anxiety of the Yishuv and its demands for 
the restoration of normal conditions. It was also decided to issue a 
message to the British people and to the Arabs.

The first sermous bhinder of the Palestine 
CGovermuent was its tauure to check the vile anti-Brtish and ant- 
Jewish propaganda conducted in the Arabic Press—a_ propaganda 
knowing no bounds ol decency =: public ethics. As a result, Arab 
agitation reached such a pitch that it could not help being 
expressed by acts of terror. 


What Happened to the C.!1.D.? 

The second and more serious blunder, commutted after the terror 
had been in progress for one or two weeks, was the failure of an 
otherwise ethcient C.1.D. Service, to trace the origins of the generous 
financial-assistance obtained by the Strike Comnuttee, without which, 
it is obvious, the Strike, and the consequent terror, would not have 
continued as they did. It is an open secret that Nazis and other 
agents have been hard at work in Palestine. as in other British 
possessions, creating trouble for British authorities. It was known to 
the Government, and Arab leaders made no secret of the fact. that 
regular subsidies and food supplies in large quantities were being 
distributed to reluctant port-workers, boatmen, srhall shopkeepers and 
chauffeurs, and that some of these subsidies were on a very generous 
scale. The published lists of local contributions were ludicrously 
disproportionate in comparison with the magnitude of the largesse 
distributed by the Arab Strike Committee. Is it, therefore, too much 
to suggest that the Secret Service of the Palestine Government had 
information as to the origin of those funds, and therefore of that 
propaganda 

These two blunders have resulted in a series of other mistakes 
in the handling of the situation which the Jewish Press and pubhe 
opunon could not help regarding as a blatant expression of the ill-will 
oi: a none too friendly administration. The soft treatment of the 
Arab leaders who openly preached sedition and disobedience, the 
friendly meetings with the Mufti, the meting out of equal treatment in 
the Courts to Arabs and Jews found in possession of arms (the Arabs 
obviously for aggressive purposes, the Jews just as obviously for all too 
necessary self-defence), the equal treatment meted out to mischievous 
Arab newspapers and to the comparatively docile Hebrew Press—these 
and many other measures were a natural sequence, not so much of a 


misconstrued policy, as of the two fundamental blunders committed at 
the outset by the Palestine administration. 


Administraters ‘‘ Gone Soft '’ 


It is possible, that when the terror had been in progress a few 
weeks, the declaration of Martial Law, which was favoured by military 
and police advisers of the Palestine Government, with the consequent 
summary trials and severe punishments for terrorists acts. would 
have had a deterrent effect, not only tipon térrorists themselves, but, 
what is more unportant, upon the peaceful-looking agitators in towns, 
who make “friendly representations” fo the Government. That

FUTURE PLANS 
Ambitious Programme Outlined 
NEXT SESSION IN 1938 


The adoption of resolutions calling for the protection of 
minority rights, for the establishment of a department of economic 
defence, for the intensification of the anti-Nazi boycott, and for the 
fulfilment of Palestine pledges, was an outstanding feature of the 
final stages of the World Jewish Congress in Geneva, which closed 
last Sunday. It was decided that the Congress meet again in 195%. 
In the meantime, the work will be conducted by a permanent 
Executive Committee, an Administrative Committee, and a Council 
composed of representatives of all communities meeting once 
annually. The annual budget of the Congress is placed at £15,000 
a year, of which America is to be asked to raise 50 per cent., 
Engiand 10 per cent., Poland 5 per cent., France 7 per cent., the rest 
to be raised by other countries. Permanent offices are to be opened 
in Geneva, Paris and New York, 

Apart from the election of Judge Julian W. Mack as Honorary 
President of the Congress, Dr. Stephen S. Wise was elected Chatir- 
man of the Executive; Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Chairman of the 
Adminstrative Committee; and Mr. Louis Lipsky, of New York, 
Chairman of the Council. The Executive consists of M. Robert 
Bollack, of Paris; M.Jarblum, who represents Brazil: J. Yefroykin 
of France: Dr. Leon Kubowitski. of Belgium: Mr. |. Naiditch, of 
France: Dr. Nurok, of Latvia: the Rey. M. L. Perlzweig. of 
London: and one Swiss member to be nominated by the Federation 
of Jewish Communities in Switzerland 

The first official act. of the Congress has been to present a 
declaration drawn up by the Executive Committee with regard to 
the Palestine situation to the British Minister in Berne, asking that 
Jewish immigration into Palestine should not be stopped. ‘ihe 
declaration was received by the British Charge d Affaires. 

The resolutions as finally passed reveal the wide extent of the 
Congress's plans. One resolution on immigration rules that the 
Congress should open negotiations with Governments and permanent 
bodies of the League of Nations, including the International Labour 
Office, with a view to alleviating the hardships imposed by immigra.- 
tion laws on Jewish emigrants. ‘The resolution also charges the 
Congress Executive with the task of appointing a Commission of 
financial experts to study the question of the formation of a Jewish 
emigration bank. The bank would primarily facilitate the liquida 
tion of the property of emigrants and serve as a centre for 
monetary transfers to and from the emigration countries and as a 
clearing house. The problem of the German Transfer Agreement 
(Haavarab) was raised last Friday by a number of delegates, but the 
Congress did not permit it to be debated, 


Central Bureau to Combat Anti-Semitism 

Another resolution calls for the establishment of a Central 
Bureau to Combat anti-Semitism. and for the raising of special 
funds for this purpose. A resolution on the question of refugees 
from Germany took the form of an appeal to all Governments and 
legislative bodies to prevent the extension to their territories of the 
racial legislation adopted by Germany. It asked that the Govern. 
ments of countries where refugees reside should grant labour rights 
to all refugees and that the right of residence of refugees from 
Germany be duly legalised in order to prevent them from being 
driven from one land to another’ by arbitrary decisions of the 
police authorities. 

A resolution on social relief calls on the Congress Executive 
to get in touch with relief organisations and work outa plan to 
assist the Jews of Eastern Europe; while it was agreed to assist the 
vocational retraining of Jews and to co-operate with the Agro-Joint, 
Ort, Oze and the organisations who are active in connection with 
Jewish settlement in Biro-Bidjan. The Executive was instructed to 
negotiate with the Soviet Government with a view to securing the 
permission in Russia to use the Hebrew language ; to give recognition 
to Zionists and Chalutzim and to release those who are now in prison 
and permit them to go to Palestine; to’ease the restrictions on 
emigration to Palestine in general; and to make possible the 
practice of the Jewish religion, 

The Anti-Nazi Boycott 

A particularly strongly-worded resolution calls for the intensifi- 
cation of the anti-Nazi boycott. “ The first World Jewish Congress,’’ 
the resolution states, “ declares that the Jewish people will take up 
the challenge which has been forced upon it and proclaim its 
solidarity in the anti-Nazi boycott movement as a spontaneous 
weapon in its defence. It further calls upon the Jewish communities 
throughout the world to prosecute the boycott of the products and 
services of Nazi Germany within the framework of the legal condi- 
tions and regulations of the individual countries as a measure in 
defence of Jewish honour. The World Jewish Congress expresses 
its sympathy and its solidarity with allother classes and communities 
who are suffering persecution in Germany for political, religious or 
economic reasons and appeals to all friends of humanity and justice 
who are interested in the maintenance of high standards of civili- 
sation to associate themselves with the fight against the principles 
and anti-Semitic policy of Nazi Germany.” A second resolution on 
this subject calls on the League of Nations and the Institute of 
Intellectual, Co-operation to realise. the great danger which lies 
in the anti-Semitic propaganda of German National Socialism, 


which “is a direct threat to the peace of the world and the 
foundations of modern civilisation.” 


The Congress also adopted a resolution expressing the view that 


the protection of minority rights is a necessary condition not only 
of the internal security of the individual countries but also of world 
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peace, and pleading that the States which have undertaken 
minority rights in treaties and declarations should fulfil theig 


obligations.

Pa'estine and the Mandatory Power 


The debate on Palestine, which resulted in the passing of a 
resolution reaflirming the determination of the Jews to live 
in peace with the Arabs and appealing to tbe . Mandatory 
Power not to stop Jewish immigration, was one of the high-lights of 
the Congress. The resolution solemnly expresses indignation and 
protest against the murderous assault, the destruction of property 
in the Yishuy perpetrated by Arab terrorists. ‘The Congress, the 
resolution goes on, affirms that the Jewish people of the whole 
world. without distinction of creed or party affiliation, are united in 
support of the Yishuv for the purpose of safeguarding the right of 
the Jewish people to immigration and constructive work in 
Palestine 

The resolution further declares that the Congress is making a 
most urgent appeal to the Mandatory Power and to the League of 
Nations not to vield even temporarily to the pressure of terrorism, 
murder and sabotage, but to remain firm in their loyalty to the 
solemn pledges embodied in the Balfour Declaration and in the 
Mand ite 

lhe five Communist delegates from America, who were not 
ndmitted to the Congress, submitted a memorandum to the Presidium 
of the Congress, stating that the allegation that they approved of 


the attacks against Jews in Palestine was not correct. “We stand 


against all pogroms,’ the memoranduin states. " We reiterate that 
we are for free immigration into all countries. It is, however, 
obvious that we are against the specific character of the immigration 
practised by the Zionist Organisation in Palestine. 

Congress proceedings were threatened last weex by an anti- 
Semit demonstration which resulted in a street fight between 


Socialists and anti-Semites. The police dispersed the crowd 
it is learned that Dr. Wise received a number of threaten 


ing letters, including one from Germany signed ~ American Black

Moroccan Jewry: A Disclaimer 
A Telegram from Gibraltar 


We are informed by the President of the Jewish Community in 
Gibraltar that there is no foundation for the rumour recently 
reported iu these columns to the effect that the local community 
had appealed to the British Governor on behalf of Moroccan Jews. 

According to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report from Casa. 
blanca, it has now been established that none of the members of 
the Jewish community of Melilla (Spanish Morocco) who were 
arrested by the rebel force has been shot. General Franco, 
Commander-in-Chief of the rebel forces, is said to have addressed a 
letter to the Jewish community of Tetuan asking the Jews to dis. 
regard certain anti-Semitic speeches broadcast from Seville by the 
rebels at the commencement of the revolt. Jewish communities in 
Spanish Morocco have, however, had to pay very heavy “ voluntary 
contributions’ to the rebels’ treasury, it is reported, the community 
of ‘Tetuan being blackmailed to contribute 500,000 pesetas. It is 
understood that the normal activities of the eight Jewish com. 
munities in Spanish Morocco are continuing. 

the NEWs CHRONICLE this week gives details of alleged widespread 
Nazi espionage among Germans Carried on in Spain prior to the outbreak 
of Civil War. Aecording to documents said to have come into the posses 
sion of Government forces in Barcelona, residence in Spain was made 
almost impossible for the non-Nazi German, and if the victim ventured to 
return home. to Germany steps were taken to ensure that the work of 
vengeance was continned by the Nazi authorities there.

Pogrom-Singers in Warsaw 


Orders have been issued to the police in Warsaw to arrest 
“ pogrom-singers. Pogrom stingers are anti-Semitic singers who go 
round the streets singing songs inciting their hearers to attack 
Jews. During the last few weeks their number has greatly 
increased, and so audacious have they become that they even enter 
the courtyards of Jewish houses. “ Endek" authors aré busy com- 
piling new songs of an anti-Jewish nature, and are selling them 
freely. In many cases the songs have the immediate effect of causing 
anti-Jewish attacks, and, to counteract this activity, the authorities 
have ordered the arrest of the singers whenever they are heard in 
public. 


The Court of Appeal has increased the sentences on three Endeks 
from fifteen months’ to two years’ imprisonment, and confirmed the 
sentences of from one year to six months’ imprisonment on twelve other 
Endeks who were found guilty by the Radom District Court of organising 
anti-Jewish excesses in the township of Przysche in November of 
last year. 

The authorities have prohibited two conferences of the anti-Semitic 
Endek Party in the Pomeranian and Lubtin provinces on the ground that 
they might disturb public order. 

The Court at Baranowicze has sentenced twenty Jews to terms ranging 
from three months’ to twelve months’ imprisonment for taking part in the 
Jewish protest strike last June against the Przytyk pogrom.

Birobidjan To-day 
Official Report of Progress 


A report on the recent progress of the Jewish autonomous 
region of Birobidjan was submitted by the President of the Regional 
Executive Committee, M. Lieberberg, and the Deputy-Chairman of 
the Comzet (Government Commission for the Settlement of Jews on 
Land), M. V. Trotzky, to the last meeting of the Presidium of the 
Central Executive Committee of the Russian Republic (R.S.F.S.R.), 
which was held under the Chairmanship of M. M. I. Kalinin. 

According to the report, the present population of the Birobidjan 
Region amounted to 65,000 people, of whom 18,000 were Jews. The 
population of the city of Birobidjan amounted to 16,000 people.

& cement factory had been inaugurated, and & plywood factory 
was being built. As far as agricultural development was concerned, 
the total arable area of the Region had increased from 17,000 
hectares in 1984 to 40,000 hectares. The number of schools in the 
dtegion had increased from 83 in 1934 to 104 in 1936, with a total of 


14,000 pupils. Four high schools had been opened during the 
present year and eight newspapers were published in the Region. 
A Jewish theatre was now under construction. 

During the debate on the report, it was pointed out that the 
building of dwelling houses was still behindhand, a fact which 
might seriously inferfere with the annual settlement plan. The 
Kegion, it was further pointed out, was receiving colossal capital 
allocations, 150 million roubles having been allocated by the 
Government this year alone, but the capital was being only slowly 
employed.

Also the needle artist 
must be tidy and neat and orderly in the maintenance of her work- 
box. Embroidery, it would seem, is an art apart. An element of 
its technique is the acquisition of those habits which are often 
consciously discarded by the exponents of other arts. But it must 
be borne in mind that embroidery is a craft as well as an art. And 
the craftsman must learn as a fundamental and primary lesson the 
co-ordination of all the requisites of his craft. 

There is a paragraph in this book relating to signatures which 
if seems it was the custom to append to the completed piece of 
elaborate embroidery. This custom, we are told, has now happily 
been revived, and with it the date of execution. Such considera 
tions bring very vividly to our minds the personal aspect of 
embroidery as an individual form of recreation and enjoyment, A 
holiday task which expressed itself in a really joyous piece of 
original embroidery signed and dated by the executant could moro 
effectively focus our memories on the pleasures of our stay away 
from home than do the endless series of often irrelevant snaps with 
which so many of us return as a sole trophy of our holidays.

A Thoroughly Obnoxious Prec dent

win. One must always sympathise with a Provincial Congregation 


winach, in times of financial stress, us forced to appeal to the generosity 
of the wider community. But what was my surprise on arrrving at 
Margate last week, to see posters put up in various places announcing 
that a well-known Reader of a Constituent Synagogue of the United 
Synagogue, who was spending his vacation at that sea-side resort, was 
to conduct the Saturday Morning Service, and that the seats were to be 
charged for from prices ranging from 2s. 6d. up to 10s. 6d. To me, this 
was not only a flagrant example of the commercialisation of religion, 
but a wilful desecration of the Sabbath. No doubt a large number availed 
themselves of the opportunity of hearing the iNustnous Cantor. But 
others, in addition to myself, felt that such a Service should not be 
encouraged, and that the best way to protest would be by keeping away. 
For the inference to be deduced was that here was a good way of making 
money. To such a level has the Synagogue descended! 

l am not blaming the reverend gentleman concerned. His motives, 
no doubt, were of the best. But, holidaying with him was the Warden of 
his Synagogue, and it must have been with his sanction that the Service 
was held, I feel that he has rendered a distinct disservice to the United 
Synagogue ‘and to the ideals for which it stands, in creating a precedent 
which, I sincerely hope, will never be followed. If the Warden could 
only have heard some of the criticisms levelled against this course of 
action, he would have hesitated before giving his permission for a Service 
of such a nature. 

Furthermore, what must non-Jews have thought on reading the 
posters? Was their opinion of Jews enhanced when they read that, 
even in religion, it is money that counts with Jews? Our conduct at 
holiday resorts needs careful watching and, in these critical times, any- 
thing that gives a false impression, must be avoided at all cost. I 
sincerely hope that we have heard the last of turning the Synagogue 
into a money-making place of entertainment.

PROPOSED ISSUE ON BONUS TERMS 

The Annual General Meeting of the Associated British Picture Corporation 
Limited, was held on August 13th at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, E.C. 

Mr. John Maxwell (Chairman of the Company) said that he thought it 
would be avreed that the figures of the profit and loss account were highly 
satisfactory. The trading profit at £926,482 showed an increase of almost

The improvement in the liquid position of the undertaking was 
reflected by an increase from £180,000 to £648,000 in the surplus of the hquid 
assets. None of the subsidiary companies had made a loss. : 

The outlook in the cinema department of the business was satisfactory, 
and the returns they bad received for the first four months of the current 
year showed a considerable improvement even over the very satisfaetory 
figures of the year under review. He theretore looked forward with extreme 
confidence to their being able to submit to the shareholders at the Anpual 
Meeting next year an even better picture than they had been able to give 
on the present occasion. | 

With regard to the matter of the 1,800,000 shares, which at present 
remained unissued, the Directors had given a good deal of thought to the 
position in general and had now decided that the present time would be 
appropriate for the issue of those shares. They proposed, therefore, to offer 
them at an early date to the existing ordinary shareholders for subscription on 
bonus terms.
